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Hotly Contested School Board Race 
Expected to Bring out the Voters Here

A hotly contested School Board race between Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents Lesley Kreimer and Muriel Weidenfeld is expected to gen¬ 
erate a large voter turnout in the city next Tuesday, November 7. 
Consequently, it is anticipated that Democratic candidates will 
take advantage of their party’s 3 to 1 edge in registration in the 
balloting in Greenbelt, although the contest for the County Exec¬ 
utive seat between Democratic incumbent Winfield Kelly and 
Republican Larry Hogan appears to be a close one. 


Of Grecnbelt’s 9,672 eligible vo¬ 
ters, 6,473 are Democrats, 1,945 are 
Republicans and 1,254 are unaffil¬ 
iated In the November 1974 off- 
presidential election, Greenbelt had 
6,669 eligible voters and in the 1976 
presidential election there were 
6,900 registered voters in the city 
(population 20,000). 

The polls will be open on Tues¬ 
day, November 7., between the 
hours of 7 a.m. and 8 p.m. This 
year Greenbelt residents will be 
voting in four polling places: Cen¬ 
ter School (third precinct); North 
End School (sixth precinct), 
Springhill Lake School (eighth pre¬ 
cinct); and Roosevelt High School 
(thirteenth precinct). The newly 
organized thirteenth precinct is 
made up of the communities of 
Greenbriar, Windsor Green, Chel¬ 
sea Woods, Brae Brook, Goddard 
Space Village and Hunting Ridge. 

Hoard of Education 

Weidenfeld has lived in Green 

belt for 1 c years and has actively 
participated in civic and educa 
tional organizations, and financial 
institutions. She held office in the 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
PTA and was on the Task Force 
for Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 

Kreimer, a resident of Greenbelt's 
newest residential development 
Windsor Green, was first elected 
to the School Board in 1973. A for¬ 
mer teacher and counselor in the 
county school system, she is vice- 
president of the Metropolitan Area 
Boards of Education and a mem¬ 
ber of the Executive Board of the 
County Council of PTA's. 

Clear differences of opinion on 
the issues have not emerged in 
the contest and the race will pro¬ 
bably be decided on the basis of 
personal loyalties, the candidate’s 
image and overall campaign effec¬ 
tiveness. In making their decision, 
voters are also expected to weigh 
the candidates' qualifications and 
effectiveness as board members.

Major Races 

At the State level, Greenbelters 
will choose between the Republican 
ticket of J. Glenn Beall, Jr.-Aris T 
Allen and the Democratic ticket of 
Harry Hughes-Samuel W. Bogley 
for the four-year gubernatorial 
term. 

The contest for the three Mary¬ 
land House of Delegate seats from 
the 24th Legislative District will 
pit Democrats Gerard F. Devlin 
(incumbent), Joan Pitkin and 
Charles J. Ryan (incumbent, hav¬ 
ing been appointed to fill the vacant 
seat left by the resignation of Da¬ 
vid Ross) against Republicans 
Donald Bruce McBride, Audrey E. 
Scott and Alan K. Virta. Virta, a 
Greenbelt resident living in the 
Windsor Green development, is em¬ 
ployed at the Library of Congress 
in the field of history and is direct¬ 
or and editor of the Prince Georges 


County Historical Society. 

Edward T. Conroy is unopposed 
in his bid for reelection to the 
State Senate. Greenbelters will also 
be voting for the State’s Comptrol¬ 
ler — Democrat Louis L. Goldstein 
against Republican Donald J. De- 
vine — and for Attorney General 
— Democrat Stephen H. Sachs a- 
gainst Republican Warren K. Rich 

For the fifth Congressional House 
seat, incumbent Democrat Gladys 
Noon Spellman is expected to win 
easily over her Republican challen¬ 
ger Saul J. Harris. 

The hottest race at the county 
level is for the County Executive 
seat, where incumbent Kelly is 
being challenged by Hogan. Voters 
will also cast ballots for 11 county 
council members for four year 
terms. 

Running for the six at-large 
county council seats are Republic¬ 
ans John Burcham (former coun¬ 
ty councilman), Darrell R. Clearwa¬ 
ter, Helen J. Gullett, Melissa L. 
Martin, Ann Shoch and Norris W 
Sydnor against Democrats Francis 
B. Francois, David G. Hartlove, 
Sarah Ada Koonce and Floyd E. 
Wilson who are incumbents and 
Deborah Ragland Marshall and Sue 
V. Mills. 

Running from the five council- 
manic districts are Democrat in¬ 
cumbent Frank Casula vs. Repub¬ 
lican Jon Buck (District 1); Demo¬ 
crat incumbent Parris N. Glenden- 
ing vs. Republican John M. Lind¬ 
say (District 2); Democrat incum¬ 
bent Gerard T. McDonough vs. Re¬ 
publican Sylvester Vaughns (Dist¬ 
rict 3), Democrat Ann Landry Lom¬ 
bardi vs. Republican Charles L. 
Elliott (District 4) and Democrat 
incumbent William B. Amonett vs.

Referenda

In addition to casting ballots 
for candidates, Greenbelt voters 
will have the chore of approv¬ 
ing or disapproving seven pro¬ 
posed county charter changes, a 
county referendum proposal 
and twelve proposed state con¬ 
stitutional amendments. 

County 

Probably of the most local in¬ 
terest is a proposal petitioned to 
referendum by a citizen group, that 
would freeze the amount of money 
that could be collected from the 
real property tax to the amount 
collectedin fiscal year 1978 (Ques¬ 
tion G>. Any excess would be ap¬ 
plied to the next year. 

Voters will also be asked to vote 
for or against a charter change 
that would require that future Me¬ 
tro System (Washington Metro¬ 
politan Area Transit Authority) 
Bonds or obligations go to public 
referendum (Question F). Along 
with schools. Metro has been ex¬ 
empt because WMATA is area¬ 
wide. The county will have to 
meet its contractual obligations 
with WMATA from other revenue 
sources if the amendment passes. 

Other charter changes Would (1) 
require bond enabling acts referred 
to referendum to identify capital 
projects (Question A) The county 
council now may list bond enabling 
acts separately, but is not required 
to do this; (2) provide the persons 
covered by collective bargaining 
agreements with a grievance pro¬ 
cedure be governed by that pro¬ 
cedure (Question D). Presently, 
employees have the option to eith¬ 
er use the bargaining procedure or 
appeal to the Personnel Board; (3) 
clarify and redefine budgetary and 
fiscal procedures as well as chang¬ 
es in the budget calendar in accor¬ 
dance with Council Bill 95-1978 
(Question C). (4) permit County 

Code Supplements to be issued 
more than once yearly (Question 
B) and (5) amend the charter to 
define “qualified voter” as “regis-

Ride-along With Buddy

City Public Works Director, Albert (Buddy) Attick retired 
on Monday, October 30, after 40 years of service to Greenbelt. 
Buddy, which suits him far more than any other name, grew up 
with this town. He was born on a farm which was the first 
property to be sold to the government to build the city. One of 
his first jobs was serving as platoon firechief on the construction 
crew building the original Greenbelt homes. He was later one of 
the city’s first police officers, then assistant police chief and then 
fire chief, and for the last 23 years he has been the public works 
director. Buddy has worked at just about every job in the city, 
including acting as city manager when the city manager was out 
of town. 


On one of his last days in office 
before his retirement, I had the 
privilege of riding along with him 
in his jeep as he inspected the city. 

Our first stop was at the Nation¬ 
wide Insurance building under con 
struction on Edmonston Road a- 
cross the road from the Springhill 
Lake Apartments. Buddy wanted 
to inspect the progress in construc¬ 
tion of the building and follow 
through on some complaints about 
damage to the exit ramp from Ed¬ 
monston to Kenilworth Ave., but 
the visit was spiced with anecdotes 
about his early life. 

The building rests on land that 
was a part of the Attick farm. He 
noted as we drove in that the en¬ 
trance to the parking lot from 
Edmonston is situated exactly 
where their driveway had been 
when Edmonston was just a dirt 
road. 

The actual farmhouse stood a 
few hundred yards away on a hill 
where Kenilworth Ave. now runs. 

The land was much higher in 
those days, and in fact he said, 
from the bedroom windows you 
could look out and see the Wash¬ 
ington Monument and the Capitol 
Dome on a clear day. From the 
third floor of the Nationwide Build¬ 
ing, which is about the same height, 
we could see as far as the Agricul¬ 
tural Library in Beltsville, but 
then it was a hazy day. 

The Attick farmhouse had three 
stories; a kitchen, living room, 
parlor, and dining room on the 
first floor: four bedrooms on the 
second; and two bedrooms with 
dormer windows on the third. It 
was a large frame farmhouse with 
fireplaces in every room for heat. 

Buddy grew up with eight other 
children: an older brother Mayo; 
younger brothers and sisters, 
George (now deceased), Arabelle 
DeGourse, Robert (who just passed 
away a few weeks ago), Harry, 
Mary Shiffiet, and Betty Keagan; 
and an older half-sister Wyvil 
Wampler. 

The boys all helped out on the 
farm while they were growing up, 
as their father ran a barbershop in 
Berwyn. They also helped out with 
construction on the place. He re¬ 
membered installing running water 
on the farm in 1928 or ’29. They 
built a 20 foot high water tower 
down in a valley, which was then 
fed by natural springs. The water 
was kicked up to the tank from 
the pressure created by the flow 
of water downhill. The process, 
known as a “hydraulic ram” in¬ 
volved having a 2200 foot ditch for 
the water to flow through, which 
they had calculated beforehand and 
painstakingly dug by hand. Buddy 
said that just about all the con¬ 
struction on the farm they did 
themselves, a good beginning for a 
public works director. 

The inside of the Nationwide 
building is nearing completion. On 
the first floor the carpeting is laid 
and the furniture is in place a- 
waiting its occupants who are to 
move in next month. Buddy greet¬ 
ed the Superintendent of construc¬ 
tion by his first name he greeted 
everyone we met that day by the 
first name, “I know everyone by 
the first name, I can never remem¬ 
ber last names,” he said. With 
Buddy, first names just, seem more 
natural. 

He discussed his business with 
the Superintendent always in the 
same friendly tone, kidded with the 
man’s son who he knew was get¬ 
ting married soon, and greeted ev¬ 
ery worker we met with a booming, 


“Good Morning, Good Morning!” 
or, “Looking good, looking good!” 
Buddy greets everyone that way. 
He also gets to know everyone. He 
pays attention to people, and could, 
tell a little something about each 
person we saw. 

Once outside again, he pointed 
out a place where an old oak had 
stood. It had been a majestic tree, 
and was the only remembrance of 
the Attick farm. The Nationwide 
building was placed so that it would 
save that tree, but just before con¬ 
struction began, the tree was found 
to be rotten and had to be taken 
down. 

Our next stop was along Cherry 
wood Lane, where PEPCO was in 
stalling some new streetlights that 
the city had contracted for. They 
are a new type of light for the city, 
sodium vapor, and are cheaper to* 
operate and get more candlepower 
per square foot (are brighter) than 
the usual white lights the city uses 
now. Buddy calls them “an experi 
ment.” 

“Good morning!” he called out 
to the foreman as we drove up, 
motioning him over with a wide 
gesture. “How’s your crew doing?” 
The crew was comprised of new 
trainees. Buddy explained to me in.

In our 
imaginations we see him in a kind of perpetual golden autumn 
like these last few weeks. We hope his retirement is full of 
pleasures. 

And we want him to know that he made a difference.

Good Represenfafion 

To the Kititor: 

The acts cf Congress on energy 
and of the recent GHI member¬ 
ship meeting on rehabilitation of 
cur homes have connections not 
talked about at that GHI meeting. 

Part of the legislative package 
provides for 15% annual income- 
tax credits on expenditures a home- 
owner (including a cooperative) 
may make, up to $ 2,000 of expendi¬ 
tures or $300 of tax credits for cer¬ 
tain energy-saving* purposes on the 
taxpayers “principal residence.” 
Eligible expenditures are those 
made between April 20, 1977, and 
Dec. 31. 1885, for such things as in¬ 
sulation, replacement burners or 
automatic ignitions for furnaces, 
exterior storm or thermal doors or 
windows, exterior caulking or 
weatherstripping, etc. 

Some eligible expenditures are to 
be made by GHI in what we au¬ 
thorized the other night. Some have 
been made by GHI (mostly in the 
frames) in 1977-78 and may be re¬ 
ported by GHI members next April 
when filing their 1978 federal in¬ 
come tax returns. 

Clearly, it was good timing to ap¬ 
prove the rehab program now, 
because (1) it should further cut 
our fuel use when fuel costs will 
rise and (2) we will be able as in¬ 
dividuals to reduce our federal in¬ 
come taxes by varying amounts, 
up to $300 per year for the next 
few years, depending on eligible ex¬ 
penditures. 

One more point. Last year I 
began to worry about whether we 
in GHI would be eligible for these 
credits, because the newspapers re¬ 
ferred to them as being for home- 
owners and tenants and we in GHI 
aren’t either as these words com¬ 
monly are understood. I phoned 
the offices of U.S. Sen. Paul Sar¬ 
banes and Rep. Gladys Spellman 
to explain my conern. I put them in 
touch with GHI management to 
confer on pertinent legislative 
language and GHI’s precise setup. 

The Spellman and Sarbanes staffs 
did confer repeatedly with GHI 
and with the Congressional tax¬ 
writing committees, and I was giv¬ 
en to understand that something 
was done on language to make sure 
we’d be covered. 

Recently we were in touch again 
with Gladys Spellman’s office to 
make sure that we hadn’t lost out 
under the revised bill. We got, I 
think, good representation from 
Sarbanes and Spellman in this mat¬ 
ter.

Charter Amendment, Tapes 

To the Editor: 

Next Tuesday the voters of 
Prince Georges County have an op¬ 
portunity to vote on a Charter A- 
mendment dealing with taxes. It 
seems a useful time to look at 
where we are. 

Our county has had a long, pain¬ 
ful history, one that led to a poor 
reputation in the Washington area 
and in the financial world. Dense 
development of apartments without 
needed public services, inadequate 
inspection of new buildings, impro¬ 
per connections between builders 
and public officials, deficient public 
schools, bitter disputes over busing, 
and a lack of jobs and shopping 
■ facilities for middle -income resi¬ 
dents. 

Solutions to most of these prob¬ 
lems have been started and suc¬ 
cessful changes are perceptible. 
This is partly due to good manage¬ 
ment that is willing to work on our 
long-range needs and not just on 
image-making. 

Unfortunately, there are some 
charlatans afoot who have an at¬ 
tractive bandwagon - a ceiling on 
real estate taxes. They demand an 
end to inflation. We all yearn for 
a simpler life and, therefore, find 
simplistic tax aproaches attractive. 
However, we know that the most 
effective solutions to our complex 
problems will be accomplished by 
good decisions made by conscien ¬ 
tious managers over long periods of 
time. 

We are beginning to see progress 
in many areas, including desirable 
changes in our tax structure. Hon¬ 
est efforts are being made to im¬ 
prove our county and they need 
our support. 

Regardless of which candidates 
you vote for next Tuesday, respon 
sible citizens should vote NO on 
Charter Amendment G.

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City Leaders Share Youthful 
Memories About Buddy Attick

“It’s hard to find someone that no one complains about,” says 
Mayor Richard R. Pilski, but, he states, Buddy Attick is that per¬ 
son. Pilski referred to Attick using the phrase “pillar of the 
community” and called him a personable man who has dedicated 
forty years to the community and has made an impact on it. He 
has always been dedicated to his men and looked out for their 
well being, related the mayor. 


Pilski remembers that the coun¬ 
cil usually accepted Buddy Attick’s 
presentations, even when there was 
a tight budget, because he was al¬ 
ways honest about his department’s 
needs. He kept his budgets small, 
not indulging in attending confer¬ 
ences, but kept himself wrapped up 
in the city and knew what it need- 
er. Although Attick will remain 
visible in the community, Pilski 
says that he will miss him. He is 
a man who cannot be replaced and 
it will be difficult for the man who 
fills his job. According to the may¬ 
or, “Politicians come and go, but 
there’s only one Buddy Attick.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Gil Weidenfeld 
expressed his feelings about Buddy 
Attick in these lines: “Buddy At¬ 
tick is Greenbelt’s book of know! 
edge. He knows everything that’s 
worth knowing about Greenbelt. 
Also Buddy gets along so well with 
the citizens of Greenbelt his title 
should really be ‘Greenbelt’s Am¬ 
bassador of Goodwill’ rather than 
Director of Public Works.” 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
grew up in Greenbelt and says that 
he most vividly remembers Buddy 
Attick’s whole attitude and his re¬ 
lationship to the people of Green¬ 
belt. He uses the word “jovial” in 
his description of him and says 
that Attick didn’t talk down to the 
kids, but got them to do what he 
wanted in his own way. 

Castaldi remembered the prank¬ 
ish duck house incident with great 
clarity. Two youngsters, who shall 
remain nameless, went out onto the 
frozen lake and broke the cable 
that supported the duck house. The 
house promptly sank, but Buddy 
and the brothers of the two boys 
pulled it out. The older boys re¬ 
ceived commendations for their ef¬ 
forts, and, according to Castaldi, 
Attick never discovered who had 
snapped the cable. 

The councilman likens Buddy At¬ 
tick to Captain Dick Mansfield, a 
man he remembers seeing on tele¬ 
vision who served as a public rela 
tions man for the police years ago. 
Mansfield’s image was that of a 
friendly professional representing 
the police and authorities to the 
kids, teaching them what they 
needed to know. Castaldi perceives 
Attick in this way, as a public 
relations man for Greenbelt, a part 
of the community. 

When Emmett Nanna, Green- 
belts’ City Solicitor, talks about 
Buddy Attick, he recalls his rela 
tionship to him as a youngster 


when Attick was the town police¬ 
man. He remembers him as some¬ 
one not as old as a parent, yet 
someone all the childen could go 
to for help. “Everything you re¬ 
member about him is pleasant,” 
says Nanna, who calls him a “great 
guy.” 

Reminiscing, Nanna talked about 
Attick patrolling the Lake Park on 
horseback; Buddy driving the kids 
back and forth from high school; 
Buddy — — all the kids' buddy. 
He chuckled as he recalled the 
usual mischief and pranks. Attick 
handled that, like everything else, 
with a smile. Nanna laughed as 
he related the time when he him¬ 
self was rescued. He was on the 
lake, which was supposedly frozen. 
Ducks had evidently made a hole 
in the middle of the lake, but Nan ¬ 
na didn't know it, went too close, 
and fell it. It was Buddy Attick 
who came to his aid, hauling him, 
nearly frozen, to safety . “He was 
a security blanket”, Nanna said, 
“always around if anything hap¬ 
pened.” 

Buddy Attick Called 
“Institution” by White

“He’s more than just a public 
works director,” Greenbelt Council¬ 
man Thomas X. White said of re¬ 
cently retired Albert S. “Buddy” 
Attick. “He’s an institution. He’s 
grown up with the city from the 
time it was farmland. I’ve lived 
next door to this tremendous man 
for the past 10 years and I'll al¬ 
ways remember him, especially as 
an extremely helpful neighbor.” 

“Many times,” White continues, 
“he’ll see me working on my car 
and stroll over for a neighborly 
chat. He ends up putting in two 
or three hours of heavy work under 
the hood, or even on the ground 
below,” recalls White. 

“When Buddy cuts his lawn and 
knows my mower is broken, he just 
keeps on going, finishing my lawn 
too. And then, in the winter, when 
I hear his four-wheel drive truck 
crank up in the middle of the 
night, I know it’s snowing outside. 
Buddy and his public works troops 
will be out there salting and plow¬ 
ing it away.” 

“People will remember him for 
these 40 full years of faithful ser¬ 
vice,” White concludes. “The City 
of Greenbelt owes Buddy Attick a 
tremendous debt.” 


"ALWAYS READY TO HELP" 
SAYS McCAMY OF ATTICK

Albert S. “Buddy” Attick is retiring after forty years of ser¬ 
vice with Greenbelt, and Mrs. Winfield McCamy, who has known 
him the entire time, in retrospect described Attick as a man 


“always ready to help anyone. 

Mrs. McCamy, who was Green¬ 
belt’s City Clerk and Purchasing 
Agent, met Attick when she moved 
to Greenbelt forty years ago, in 
June of 1938. Attick and Ernie 
Walker were delivering furniture 
for Greenbelt during its construe 
tion and when they delivered Mrs. 
MoCamy’s furniture, she said, “I 
can’t put the bed together.” 

Attick said, “We're just supposed 
to deliver the furnture, not put it 
together.” She told him she didn’t 
have a hammer, and “the next thing 
you know, he was putting the bed 
together for me. He’s always been 
like that. When something needed 
to be done, he did it.” 

Mrs. McCamy remembered when 
-City Manager Roy Braden hired At¬ 


tick as a police officer, and how 
handsome he looked in his uniform. 
She said one day Braden looked out 
his window and saw Attick strolling 
around the Center. “Look at At¬ 
tick out there,” he said; “he hasn’t 
arrested a single person but he’s 
worth every cent we pay him, just 
to dress up in his uniform.” 

Thinking that he would look even 
more handsome on a horse, Mrs, 
McCamy said, they bought him a 
horse and he served as the dty s 
mounted police officer for several 
years. 

Mrs. McCamy said throughout 
his service to Greenbelt, “Buddy 
never had an enemy. He was loved 
by everyone, and still is, and was 
always ready to help.”

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City Managers Express 
Appreciation for Buddy

Buddy Attick is described as a 
man no less important for his abili¬ 
ty to work with people than for 
his professional skills and knowl¬ 
edge by Charles McDonald and 
James Giese, two of the city man 
agers under whom he has served. 
Attick, Greenbelt director of public 
works, retired October 31, after 40 
years of service. 

“My buddy, Buddy,” was one of 
the first people former city mana¬ 
ger Charles T. McDonald met when 
he arrived in Greenbelt about 30 
years ago. McDonald arrived m 
1947 as a maintenance engineer 
for the Public Housing Authority 
(PHA). He moved into a house on 
Gardenway, which was right across 
the street from Attick. In a spirit 
of neighborliness, Attick helped the 
McDonalds move in. McDonald 
called Attick a “very close friend 
of mine for many years.” When 
they met, Attick was a police officer 
and the police department was next 
to McDonald’s office. Both families 
moved to Woodland Hills when it 
was developed. McDonald says he 
always gets a hoot from Attick as 
he passes on his way to work. 

In July 1948, McDonald became 
town manager. After Attick’s son 
was killed in an auto accident, Mc¬ 
Donald invited Attick to become di¬ 
rector of public works in order to 
get him away from accidents and 
police work. 

Because of his experience, Mc¬ 
Donald found Attick relied on him 
to become adjusted to his new job. 
“He was a very apt student,” Mc¬ 
Donald declared. The two attended 
meetings and became familiar with 
public works throughout Maryland— 
so much so that Attick quite often 
became an advisor to other munici¬ 
palities. Under his direction, Green 
belt developed the first Maryland 
landfill at the present Sweetgum 
Picnic area located in Greenbelt 
Park. A second landfill, located 
at the end of Northway, is presently 
being developed as a ballfield. 

McDonald praised Attick for his 
cooperation and willingness to work 
“morning, noon or night.” He sum 
med up Attick’s contribution as the 
“buildup of the public works de¬ 
partment to an excellent operating 
staff: he knew' how to handle men 
and get along with them.” 

The present city manager, James 
Giese, also emphasized that Attick 
was very well liked by his asso¬ 
ciates. Giese felt that some people 
did not like taking their complaints 
to Attick because after talking with 
him these individuals often forgot 
they had a complaint. 

Contributions 

Giese found it hard to even begin 
to tell of Attick’s contributions to 
the city. As public works director, 
he has been in charge of the largest 
department in the city, although 
when he assumed responsibility for 
the department it was half its pre 
sent size. Giese cited his willing 
ness to try new ideas and his in¬ 
dividual efforts to advance knowl¬ 
edge of public works. He also help¬ 
ed build the city and served as a 
police officer. 

Attick grew up on a farm located 
on what is today know r n as the 
Golden Triangle. Recently obser¬ 
ving the site of the driveway 
entrance to the Stidham Nation¬ 
wide Building, Attick recalled that 
the driveway to his old farmhouse 
was in practically the same loca¬ 
tion. ,4 

Giese said Attick doesn’t em¬ 
barrass easily. However, he recalled 
an incident when Attick drove 
Giese and several couneilmen onto 
the old city landfill to look at the 
Baltimore Washington Parkw r ay 
overpass locations. Attick was em¬ 
barrassed as his 4-wheel drive ve¬ 
hicle became stuck and help had to 
be summoned from the police de¬ 
partment. 

Giese also recalled the story of a 
man who returned home wuth a bag 
from the liquor store and set it 
outside on a garbage can as he went 
up to the bathroom. Unfortunately, 


the garbage truck arrived before 
he returned. He hailed Attick, who 
was driving by, and the two men 
chased the truck to the landfill. As 
they looked for the bag, a strong 
aroma filled the air. Eventually the 
bag, with one broken bottle, was 


found. The concerned individual 
was happy, however, with the re¬ 
turn of three unbroken bottles. 
Calling Attick a “walking file or* 
Greenbelt,” Giese concluded, *i« 
some respects, that will be ovul* 
greatest loss.”

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PC SCIENCE CENTER 
10 OPEN THIS WEEK

A new and exciting learning ex 
perience in science will be availa¬ 
ble to Prince Georges County stu¬ 
dents once the Howard B. Owens 
Science Center is in full swing. 

The anticipated mid-September op¬ 
ening of the center was delayed and 
a target date of October 30 was 
set for the official opening, accord 
ing to H. B, Lantz. center coordin¬ 
ator. 

The center, located at 9601 Green - 
belt Rd. has been undergoing both 
major and minor construction. 

"The purpose of the center is to 
extend and to enrich the existing 
science program that the county 
now does have,’ 1 said Lantz. “We’ll 
bring the students in for specializ 
ed activities . . .to give them some 
experiences that are highly varied 
and are beyond what they normal 
ly could get. 

"Our program here in science is 
a very broad one in that we are 
going to attempt to touch on all 
areas of science. We’ll be working 
a great deal in life science . . . 
We have laboratories that are set 
up for studying life science con 
cepts and principles. 

"We also have physical science 
labs that are primarily designed for 
chemistry, physics, earth science 
and general science teaching. We 
have a planetarium that is primar 
ily used for astronomy." 

Some of the other unique features 
of the center are a lecture demon ¬ 
stration pit area where presenta 
tions might be given, a fair amount 
of exhibit space, and an observation 
deck on the roof which will house 
weather and air sampling instru 
mentation. Blue prints for a small 
solar heated greenhouse have al - 
ready been drawn up. 


Glad It’s

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The science center has been on 
the drawing board for a number 
of years, since the late 1950’s and 
early 1960’s, when Dr. Howard B. 
Owens was the secondary science 
supervisor for the Prince Georges 
County Schools. The science cen¬ 
ter was initially envisioned by Dr, 
Owens. "Dr. Owens was a very 
broad thinking, open minded indi 
vidual," said Lantz. 

Once the P. G. County school- 
owned center does open, it will first 
address the fifth and sixth grades. 
Once in full operation, the primary 
area of emphasis will be on develop - 
ing the elementary instruction, 
kindergarten through sixth grades, 
but all grade levels and members of 
the community will be encouraged 


to make use of the center, and spe 
cial programs will be designed to 
accommodate these groups. 

The center will be open during 
regular school hours, five days a 
week, from S a.m. to 5 p.m. ‘We do 
anticipate having evening hours 
that would accommodate programs 
for the community and allow stud¬ 
ents with special interests to come 
in, and eventually have some week ¬ 
end programs too," said Lantz. 

Currently there are 12 people on 
staff at the center, two of whom 
are instructional aides who instruct 
teachers. As the center gets un¬ 
derway, and the number of per¬ 
sons using it increases, Lantz said 
the staff will be augmented to ac¬ 
commodate them.

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Candidate Night Features 
School Board - P.G. Council

Candidates running for school 
board from the second district and 
candidates running for the county 
council took part in an issues and 
answers program at Greenbelt’s li¬ 
brary Monday night, October 23. 
Co-sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters and the county lib¬ 
rary system, the program attracted 
very few Greenbelters. Despite the 
small audience the candidates pre¬ 
sent gave their views on several 
issues but especially on the main 
questions asked by the sponsors of 
the forum. 

School board candidates were 
asked what amount of decrease in 
the school budget they would pro¬ 
pose. 

Incumbent Lesley Kreimer pro¬ 
posed making broad cuts across 
the board. She said she would like 
the least to see cuts in the number 
of classroom teachers and in areas 
directly affecting the students but 
rather would look at areas not di¬ 
rectly affecting students. Although 
she thought supervisory personnel 
were necessary she thought some 
cuts might be made there. She 
would try not to cut instructional 
materials and supplies. Cost savings, 
that is fixed costs, such as how in ¬ 
surance or fuel is purchased might 
be another way to cut costs, she 
said. 

Challenger Muriel Weidenfeld al¬ 
so would not want to cut services, 
personnel or materials. Weidenfeld 
mentioned using potential school 
closings as one way to save money. 
She would also like to take a look 
at the amount of money the county 
was now spending to move children 
around the county. While staying 
within the integration guidelines, 
Weidenfeld felt a lot of unneces¬ 
sary busing could be done away 
with. She mentioned, also, that she 
felt there was a lot of extra weight 
in the central office staff. She felt 
that that staff, if not cut, could at 
least be frozen. 

Following the school board can¬ 
didates were candidates for the 
county council: Jan Buck, Repub¬ 
lican, Council district 1; Gerard T. 
McDonough, Democrat, district 3; 
John M. Lindsay, R., district 2; 
Charles L. Elliott, R., Ann Lombar¬ 
di, D., district 4; Janet N. Maus, 
R., district 5. 

Also present were the following 
candidates-at-large: Republicans 

John Burcham, Darrel R. Clearwa¬ 
ter, Helen Gullett, Melissa L. Mar¬ 
tin, Ann Shock and Norris Sydnor 
and Democrats, Francis Francois, 
Deborah Marshall, David G. Hart- 
love and Floyd E. Wilson, Jr. 



The county council candidates 
were asked how they would raise 
money to finance Metro. 

Most of the candidates felt that 
as much of the funding as possible 
should come from the ridership 
through the farebox, with Sydnor 
advocating a fare increase. The 
majority also seemed to feel that 
other means of funding would have 
to be found. Not by property tax 
insisted Lombardi and McDonough 
nor by new taxes insisted Burcham 
and Martin. 

Favoring the use of the present 
gasoline tax but not increasing it 
were Burcham, Sydnor, McDon¬ 
ough, Hartlove and Clearwater. 
Buck expressed the belief that bet¬ 


ter management would show funds 
for Metro “Let's cut the fat out 
of the system," he said. 

Federal aid was suggested by 
Gullet, Sydnor, McDonough, Mar¬ 
shall and Francois with Sydnor, 
Marshall and Francois suggesting 
state aid as well. Wilson, Fran¬ 
cois and Lombardi felt the whole 
area should share the load of Met¬ 
ro with Wilson suggesting a re¬ 
gional tax. Lindsay felt additional 
taxes would be necessary but 
thought council should be honest 
enough to call it a Metro tax, and 
not hide it behind some other tax 
such as the gasoline tax. 

Other monies suggested that 
might be used to pay for Metro 


were: state lottery (rebate on lot¬ 
tery tickets sold in Prince Georges 
County) by Maus and Martin; on 
track betting tax, Martin; Capital 
Centre, Martin, sales and recapture 
taxes, Francois; users and indus¬ 
try tax. Buck; and new parking 
authority tax, Maus. 

A referendum on Metro was ad¬ 
vocated by Lindsay. Elliott felt 
that there might have to be some 
cuts in Metro. 

Coming out against Metro was 
Shoch who wondered whether the 
amount of minutes saved on a ride 
was worth the price. She suggest¬ 
ed revamping the bus system in¬ 
stead.

an aside. Surprised to see a girl 
working up on one of the poles, he 
^called out a hearty, “Good morn¬ 
ing. How’re you doing?” to her. 
She responded equally as good na- 
turedly. People couldn’t help 
brightening when Buddy said “hel¬ 
lo” to them. 

Next we swung by the nine-hole 
golf course in Springhill Lake. Ac¬ 
tually, it is only a seven-hole course, 
Buddy explained, because two 
greens were lost when the Spring- 
hill Lake Recreation Center was 
built. The city is currently 
building a new bridge on the 
course for maintenance trucks. 
They are using old beams from the 
former Lutheran Church on Ridge 
Road, which became the Ridge 
Road Center, and which was ul 
timately torn down to build Green 
Ridge House, the elderly housing 
facility. “We recycle everything,” 
Ruddy says, and one believes him. 

As we drove through Springhill 
X»ake on our way out, Buddy poin¬ 
ted out all the trees. He could re¬ 
call which types of trees were 
planted along the edges of the 
streets. “When I ride around town 
and see all the trees we planted—it 
seems like just a few years ago,” 
he said. He thinks the trees were 
actually plantd 10-15 years ago, just 
after Springhill Lake was built. It’s 
obvious they give him pleasure. 

Springhill Lake North is now un¬ 
der construction on the other side 
of the Beltway and the Maryland 
Highway Administration Building, 
and we drove in there for an in¬ 
spection. A wide swath has been 
cut between the trees and the dirt 


packed down to be paved over as 
an entrance road. The basement 
level for a large office building was 
being poured. The building will 
stand eight stories or 89 feet tall 
when finished. It was nicely situa¬ 
ted, quite a ways in from Kenil- 
worth/Edmonston Rd., and nestled 
in among the trees. When com¬ 
pleted it should be above the tree¬ 
line, however. 

Landfill 

Next we took a look at the new 
ballfield where the landfill was 
on Northway Extended. Half the 
field was being seeded and leveled, 
the other half having been done last 
year. When finished, it will be two 
baseball diamonds, or one football 
field. Buddy was trying several 
experiments with the field. One was 
to use two types of fertilizer. They 
were using leaf mulch that has 
been made with leaves and branch¬ 
es the parks crew picked up during 
the year on one half of the re¬ 
maining field. On the other half, 
they were using a special sludge 
compost that is being experimented 
with at Beltsville Farm. Another 
experiment is to try to solve a 
problem they had last year with the 
first half of the field. Kids rode 
minibikes, or motorcycles on the 
field just after it had been seeded, 
tearing it up. It happened several 
times, necessitating that much of 
the w'ork be done over again. This 
year the crews have placed piles 
of broken up concrete at every ac¬ 
cess point until the grass has grown 
up sufficiently, in hopes of deterring 
the youngsters. This is just one 
way Buddy takes special pains to 
think of people or deal with human 
nature. Another way was demon

strated at our last stop, Green 
Ridge House. 

When the elderly housing facili¬ 
ty was first under construction, an 
old sewer line was uncovered and 
had to be rerouted. The construc¬ 
tion crew for the project could have 
done the rerouting at about the 
same cost as the city would have 
had to do it themselves. But the 
line had to be directed in between 
two rows of houses in 18 court of 
Ridge. Buddy reasoned that the 
private construction firm would try 
to do the job as rapidly as possible 
to keep their costs to a minimum. 
He worried that the residents would 
be disrupted and wanted to insure 
that it cause them as little incon¬ 
venience as possible. He felt that 
since “we have to live with these 
people” the city might take a little 
more care to see that the residents’ 
wishes were accommodated. In fact 
it did mean tearing up the walkway 
between the rows, and the bushes 
on either side. When they were 
done, they replaced a chain-link 
fence on one person's property that 
they had had to tear up, and re¬ 
planted the bushes where the resi¬ 
dents requested. 

It is this kind of thoughtfulness 
that is typical of Buddy.

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Council Votes to Drop 
One-MeaJ-a-Day Plan 

by Bill Lombardi 

The Greenbelt city council at its 
October 23 meeting adopted the 
Elderly Housing Advisory Commit¬ 
tee (EHAC) report not to make 
one meal a day compulsory at Green 
Ridge House. Jose Morales, chair¬ 
man of EHAC said that the com¬ 
mittee voted six-to-one in opposi¬ 
tion to a requirement for a com¬ 
pulsory meal per day. 

Council passed the advisory com¬ 
mittee’s report agreeing not to 
make a meal per day compulsory at 
Green Ridge. Problems such as 
whether low-in come tenants could 
afford the estimated $60-$90 charge 
for the food service and whether 
100 tenants could support the ser¬ 
vice when it has been estimated 
that 150-200 tenants are needed to 
make it economically efficient, aid¬ 
ed the council’s decision. The advis¬ 
ory committee wanted the meal 
service charge coupled with the rent 
charge, but only if a person receiv¬ 
ing Social Security Supplemental 
Income (SSI) would have $150 a 
month remaining after paying for 
rent and food service. 

Morales said at the council meet¬ 
ing that the advisory committee 
could not get SSI information on 
people in Greenbelt because it is 
confidential information. Council- 
men Charles Schwan and Castaldi 
said that Green Ridge House should 
not require a tenant to eat one meal 
per day. Castaldi said, “There are 
kitchen facilities available, and the 
county “Meals on Wheels” program 
could supply meals to tenants who 
do not want to or cannot cook.” 

Charles E. Wells, 1-B Parkway 
and Deputy Associate Commission¬ 
er for program operations at the 
Administration on Aging, said 
Monday that he sent letters with 
“fact sheets” detailing nutrition 
programs for the aged to Mayor 
Richard Pilski and Giese. Wells, 
who was also present at the coun¬ 
cil meeting, said he was tired of 
hearing people talk about the aged 
without knowing the facts. He is 
not in favor of a compulsory meal 
per day at Green Ridge. “Older 
people value their independence,” 
he declared. “I’m in favor of a vol¬ 
untary program where the tenants

have a Choice; where they can de¬ 
cide if they want hot meals.” 

Ronald A. Ott, 108 Rosewood Dr., 
said at the council meeting that 
a compulsory meal per day can be 
a “security measure.” He said that 
if someone does not come to the 
meal, someone will go and look for 
the missing person. “Problems in 
an elderly housing complex are dif¬ 
ferent from those in a regular ap¬ 
artment complex,” Ott said. 

Council decided that initially 
there will be no compulsory meal 
per day at Green Riidge. But coun¬ 
cil warned that there is a possibil- 
ty that a compulsory meal program 
could be implemented in the future.

tered voter” (Question E). 

Voters will also be voting for or 
against the issuance of bonds not 
exceeding $2,065,000 for financing 
"construction, acquisition. Improve¬ 
ment . . . "of the Prince Georges 
General Hospital and Medical Cen¬ 
ter — Ambulatory Care facility and 
Dietary Department (Question H).

When the voters of Maryland 
turned down a new constitution in 
1978, the requirement that all vo¬ 
ters of the state vote on matters, 
whether or not they concern their 
area, was perpetuated On the bal¬ 
lot this year a proposed amend¬ 
ment — Question 1 attempts to al¬ 
leviate this problem by stipulating 
that, in order to become effective, 
a constitutional amendment must 
receive approval of a majority of 
the votes cast on that question in 
the affected local jurisdiction as 
well as a majority of the votes 
cast in the state. 

An amendment extremely im¬ 
portant to Prince Georges County 
is Question #4 which would allow 
our local charter to be changed so 
that it may specify that county 
council members are to be elected 
by any one of three alternative 
methods, namely, by councilmanic 
district, by the voters of the efitire 
county, or by a combination of 
these methods of election. All of 
the council members are presently 
chosen by all of the county’s voters 
and the amendment would permit 
changes so that some members of 
county council could be elected sole¬ 
ly by the voters of their -district. 

Other amendments of interest to 
Greenbelt are (1) Question 5, 
which repeals the authority of the 
General Assembly to enact legisla¬ 
tion providing for the immediate 
taking of private property (“quick-

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Elderly 

Pet Vote Defered

The Greenbelt city council at its 
October 23 meeting deferred until 
the next meeting the question of 
whether Lo allow pets in the elderly 
housing facility, Jose Morales, 
chairman of the Elderly Housing 
Advisory Commitee (EHAC), said 
that the advisory committee voted 
four-to-three on October 11, to rec¬ 
ommend a policy permitting small 
pets presently owned by the appli¬ 
cants. 

City Manager James K Giese 
had proposed a pet policy to the 
advisory committee that would al¬ 
low small pets that do not have 
to be allowed outdoors, and pets 
that are not a nuisance or cause 
odors; once the pet dies, however, 
no other pet would be allowed. 
Giese's policy also stated that dur¬ 
ing the application review process 
for tenants, a determination would 
be made as to whether the pet 
would be allowed. 

Council deferred its decision on 
the matter becaust it had a prob¬ 
lem defining a small pet. Since 
Giese was out of town during the 
meeting, Council members thought 
they would wait until he made the 
wording clear and concise. Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Castaldi noted that 
since the wording Is not clear, the 
policy would not be clear to appli¬ 
cants or to the people enforcing 
it. "We cannot support the vague¬ 
ness,” he said. "The decision will 
have to be held over until the next 
meeting.” 

Morales was concerned about 
council's decision to postpone a 
vote to allow small pets because, 
he said, applications to prospective 
tenants in Green Ridge are going to 
be mailed out in early November.
